To  the  Citizens  of  Center  Harbor : 

The  record  of  attendance  given  below  includes  the 
Primary  room  at  the  village  supported  by  the  Moulton- 
boro  District. 

Tardy  marks  are  shown  when  the  pupil  was  not  pres- 
ent at  the  opening  of  the  session.  This  is  a  little  unfair 
to  those  pupils  who  are  regularly  detained  because  of 
music  lessons,  with  the  consent  of  the  School  Board. 

There  is  in  general  a  better  attitude  of  the  parents 
and  more  cooperative  spirit  in  aiding  the  schools  to 
reach  higher  standards. 

There  are  244  school  districts  in  the  state  and  the 
costs  per  $1,000.  of  equalized  valuation  range  from  No. 
1  at  $3.48  to  No.  244  at  $22.47. 

These  are  current  maintenance  costs.  Center  Har- 
bor is  No.  15  with  $4.85.  No.  122,  one  half  way  down 
the  list,  spends  $10.02. 

This  shows  that  the  district  has  been  as  it  should  be, 
careful  in  its  expenditures. 

The  Building  at  the  village  was  made  much  more 
convenient  by  the  repairs  and  alterations  last  summer. 

It  seems  quite  possible  that  it  may  be  necessary  to 
open  the  Town  House  School  next  year. 

It  is  rather  an  era  of  good  feeling,  with  Center  Har- 
bor pupils  doing  good  work  both  in  town  and  out.
